. thousands who puseed during all the hours
from noon till night, and ocould not have
moved & finger without detection, It wasa
fantastlo, foolhinrdy exploit that some one
had ventured into, this placing of the now

| morning dsily in Franklin's hands, but one
whizh won the svmpathetic approval
of @mll, It seemed particolarly At-
ting, ns more than one observed, thot
thia common man, this democratie
Iaborer, shonld etand there onlmly commend-
ing to the world this new venture. More
than one thought that if Franklin bad ex-
{5ted in the flesh now and had stood thers in
Printing House Square he might have eaid
with n Traes in his hand:

“T am n co-nperative printer, Isubseribato
the now dootrine and to Toe Tes, It is
only ten cents a woek, It §s worth the
money. A penny saved is a penny earned
Go it; T am with you.*

As the day ended and the dusk came slowly
down over the silent Sunday streets Franklin
6till held the papers under his left arm, He
hnd apparently sold or given away the other
to some npprecistive friend.

Tar Tiumes really took the town by storm,
Ite popularity was immediate and signal, and
wis voleed on every side as soon ns coples
were eoen. And there were 80,000 coples
geon, which means that there wore eertainly
as many admirers for it as that., There
were more, The edition was not large
enough, not holf so, Comment was of the
enthusinstic kind that o good new thing al-
ways commands from Washingtonians,

Especinlly had every printer intown a copy
of the people’s paper, and & was noticeable
that not a word against its typographieal ap-
pearsnoe was heard from any of them who
were {nterviewed,

The gonernl publis were sarprised by the
completencss of Tie TiMes 6 o DOWSPRPOT.
Commendation was hoetird on every side of its
most thorough loval news, its editorial page,
snd its completeness of telegruphie news,
Those who know, of course nttributed this
lust to the mutohless Associnted TPress,

The question heard oftenest was: “*Can it
be us good to-morrow?" and there seomed to
e nlways somoe one near to answer: “Yes,
the chances are it will be better.” That peo-
ple were surprigsod was natural, but it wns
not surprising that they shonld be Immensely
pleased.

Rev. Dr. S. F. Hershey, Preshyterian
Divine, Rather Thinks We Are.

SOME THREATS BY MR. PETERS

Religion, Wot Politics, He Bays, Packs the
Departments and the Gobblenms Will Get
'Em if They Don't Watch Out, for this
Same Mr, Poters Has Reliable Men ny
Work Upon the Specifications.

New Yonx, March 18, —Rov. Madigon O,
Peters sald to-night in his eermon at the
Bloomingdale Roformod Chnreh:

tiW Roman Catholie ehureh in the governmont
at Washington, of the nun's begging, &o. My
charges were met by 4 chorus of deninls, but
no disproofs. I am nt work getting moro evi-
dence, Moeanwhile I will give the following
letters to the publie, Iov, Dir. 8. F. Hershey,
o woll-known Presbyterian pustor in Wash-
ington, writes me that my statemeuts are
fnets, Speaking of facts that came withia his
personal knggledee, ho says:

“The custom of nuns golng at intervals
through the departments and conxing money
from the eclerks s an infamous political
inlquity. In the Pension Bureau this semi-
monthly visitation ls an arrant outrage, The
Commissioner, First Asslstant, and the ehair-
man of the Houss Committes on Pensions are
Homan Qatholles, uud the whole mannge-
ment of the bureau is under dirvction of thoso
three, The Romnn church worked 1o accom-
plish this, Buch nbomiuatious are not neci-
dental, A friend of mine a litle while ago
stood quietly by and witnessed the semi-
monthly pay of the clerks, The proeession
of elerks, after recefving thelr pay hind to pres
between two nuns, each holding n box, nnd
noarly all paid the price necessary to keep
thom inofMice. It took two hours and a hall
for the more than two thousand elorks to puss
these agents of the priesthood and to pay
over thelr money; and this in a groat govern-
ment bullding, Are we free or are we the
slaves of a mediasval ecclesinstien]l nstiin-
tion? Upon demansds which were made cne
of the eabinet hns stopiped this collection of a
tix Jevied on gosernment clerks by the
Kowman ehureh, It made them quite angry,
and they said all sorts of ugly things, Dut
he knew theevil he had countennnced was
an outrage; and he issued the order. This
demand should be made on every dejan-
ment, In 8 eertaln room fn the primting
offi>4 are eleven clerks ut one tabie and eight
of them are Catholies,  1n this bureay ti=kets
for' Catholle falrs aresold from o
& weok during government hours, {
Eoman Catholies nre compolled to bay, and
they say they would lose their place i they
did not,

Another correspondent, who s willing to
give his name, §f necsssary, wrote:

*50 well known is the power of the Catho-
lie church lnrlu.-im: empioyes in the depart-
ments that it is an nccepted foet in Wasbing-
ton that 8t. Matthews' Catholie chureh con-
trols the State, Navy, and Treasury Depart-
ments, notably the Buresu of Engraviog and
Printing. St. Patelck and St, Domisle con-
trol the Iuterior and Nuvy, St. Peter’s ot the
Navy Yard, while St Aloysius’ numbers two-
thirds of ita congregation in theemploy of the
publie printing oflee. Thers are hundreds
of Protestant Republicans who have teen
turned out, while the Catholies of tne snme
party remndn undisturbed, The same was
true (o 1889, when Demoerats were taurned
out, for at the pubiie printing ofies out of
ono hundred dismissals over ninety were
Protestants, while Catholie Democrats re-
mained in thelr plases. In the Senute the

In the Department of Agrien‘ture,
Pagin, head of the sewd division, is a Catholie,
aund his brother-in-luw and nephew, of the
snme chareh, are with him, one taking the
place of ul-m:--n:nm Bepublican, Intely dis-
charged, Two women, sappoiotel under
Ropublican  administration,  both  joined
the chureh to which Pagin bolongs, and both
have beon promoted.

THOSE NAVY YARD DISMISSALS.

Ilow Workingmen Suffer in Order thot
. Officials May Be Rebuked.

By a recent order of the Seocrstury of the
Navy fiye employes in the Navy Yard were
discharged, aud in explanntion the Secrstary
said that while it was n hardship to the men it
was a rebuke to the oMeers who had viclatad

NEW COUNTERFEITING SCHEME,

Discovery of the Process in New York—
Some Interesting Statements,

The Buresu of Engruving and Printing bas
information from the Ameriean Bank-Note
Company of New York of a newly discov-
ersd counterfeiting process of o very danger-
ous charneter, What the process fs will be
kept a secret at present, while efforts to dis-
cover n way to guard against its effects are
being made.  **I bave an idea now," said the
president of the company, ol something that
may apswer the purposs,™

In the big bullding of the company above
named there are nine safes, containing 74,000
engraved plates, from  which bonds, stocks,
certiflentes, curmeney, stamps, and svery closs
of security may be printed, Many of thise
represent {ormer work for this Government
and others current work for forelgn countries,
especinlly’ Routh America. Thelr value is
difleult to estimate, but an indication may
be had in the fact that it cost £106 to engrave
the vignette and $150 for the borderof o
postage stamp.,

Most of the work of this government is
now dooe in the Bureau of Engraving nod
Printing, or all but that for postage stamps.
There are 200 plates of the two-cent Columbinn
stamp in the bank-note company's vaualts, but
the government paid only for enginving tie
original. These plates are soon to be turned
over to the Iost Office Department and de-
stroved,

Engraving has its genalty, as there is not
o fArst-cluss engraver of securities, ete,, in the
eountry who is out of rench and possibly sas-
plelan, sometimes, of the secret service, In
this shadowing process the bank-note com-
pany and the governmenl co-operate, and
together devise means of protection, when
novessary.

Another Little Victim Kllled on the
Eckington Road.

WILLIE DE JARNETTE HIS NAMB

The Boy's Mother Ackunowledges His Reck-
lessness in Crossing the Tracks—Motor-
man Hendr,ckn SBeems to Be Exonerated.
